COURAGEOUS ANIMAL3. 


/unite Oat Attacked a Leopard Thf« 


Time* Its Own Size. 


In North America one of the largest 


of tlie weasel family is the "fisher," a 
very large, long-furred polecat, living 
mainly by the water-side,, and, like 
many others of the tribe, very partial 
to fish, says the Spectator. It weighs 
about sixteen pounds, and its long; 
richly colored fur is.exported in great 
Quantities to different parts of Europe, 
though not often used in this country. 
A trapped "fisher." will attack any one. 
who 'comes within reach of the trap- 
chain, and when free will beat off any 
dog of twice its size. But perhaps the 
most striking example of the courage 
of the smaller species-yet recorded is 
that shown by a small variety of jungle 
cat known as the fishing cat, which, 
though no relation to the Canadian 
"•fisher," is quite as courageous. One 
of these, which was kept in a menag- 
erie, broke through into the next cage 
and there attacked a leopard which was 
three times its own size. The Indian 
mongoose possesses all the courage of 
the polecat, together with amiability 
and a> "regulated". mind. It turns its 
pluck and prowess to good ends, and 
we imagine it to stand at the head of 
the list of the smaller animals if qual- 
ity as well as quantity is demanded as 
a mark of intrepidity.. There is no 
doubt .that the mongoose • realizes the 
deadly nature of the cobra's bite. Its 
intense excitement is strong evidence 
of this. But a mongoose has been 
known, to fight just as bravely'against 
other foes. . One was . seen to attack 
and drive off a large-greyhourd .which 
it fancied hostile to.it.

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VALUE OF RARE STAMPS, 


Immense Price Sometimes Paid by V». 


rloai Collectors. 


The rarest stamp in the woria is the 


penny Mauritius stamp o£ 1847. W. H. 
Peckit of London last year paid 94,840 
for one. The only other one known to 
be in existence is in the British Mu- 
seum. The entire issue was burned by 
accident after a few used on invitat- 
tions to an official ball. Four thou- 
sand four hundred dollars was the 
next highest price for a stamp, that 
amount being exchanged for a blue 
one issued by the postmaster at Balti- 
more before the government took 
.charge of all stamp business.There are 
but two more of these.printed on white 
paper and. worth f 2,000 each. It. was 
the custom during the civil war for 
southern postmasters to issue stamps 
on their own responsibility to pay their 
own. salaries and expenses. Thesa 
bring from $1,000 to $1,500. Hawaiian 
stamps of 1851, the first issue ever 
printed,-are worth .'$2,500 
each. A 


mistake in printing makes the United 
States stamps of 1869 in 15, 24, 30 and 
90 cent denominations worth $150 to 
$500 each. There is no; end of stamp 
collecting and every year some govern- 
ment practice opens a new field. Cheap 
little countries:'change their designs 
sometimes twice in the course of a 
single year. : This naturally creates a 
scarcity of those particular issues, and 
the engraving company 'which, printed 
the original stamps for nothing gets 
the benefit. The Spanish war has also 
set collectors hustling to secure com- 
plete sets. As may be remembered, 
stamps •with: tie' letters "I. R." im- 
printed were the first-war tax stamps 
supplied. A later use of postage stamps 
of interest to collectors is the introduc- 
tion of th-e United States postal ser- 
Tice. Into Cuba and Porto Rico. Our 
1 and 2 cent stamps had "Cuba"printed 
across their face to serve until plates 


. could be prepared, and some of these 


stamps are already worth $2 each. 
Phllatelism is a.fad that is constantly 
growing, .and the natural competition 
thus aroused has done much to rais« 
. the prices of all. stamps within, the 
last few years.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Walled SB Venn Ago and HiiTe Jnit 


Uenchod the Addressees. 


In France, a little while.ago, letters 
or 300 people were delivered—to as 
many of the "addressees"-as were still 


ng—which had been mailed nearly 


wenty-eight. years before. They were, 
elivered, moreover, at 
the earliest 


ossible moment, although the dis- 
tance between the sender and the re- 
eiver was, in many cases, only a few 
miles. The story of this, long -trip is 
nteresting. During the siege of Paris 
iy the Germans In 1870, the postofflco 
dministration hit upon the expedient, 
n addition to the balloons, of inclos- 
ng letters.in smallzinc globes, water- 
ight and hermetically sealed, and of 
Topping them into the:Seine. There 
hey floated—if they were not captured 
ay the Germans—down the river, to the 
Drench, lines," where a net stretched 
across the river gathered them in, and 
•hey were sent on their way in Paris. 


Unfortunately fpr the French, the 


Germans discovered the character, of 
hese zinc floats, and as they could not. 
lope to see and fish out by ordinary 
means all the letters that went down 
thus, they stretched across the river, 
at Villeneuve-Saint-Georges, a net of 
their own, and effectually stopped tills 
new system of postal communication. 
The zinc balls and .their use were 
pretty nearly forgotten, when a short 
ime ago a fisherman found in the 
Seine, near.Villeueuve, a queer-looking 
;lobe of zinc. With a large knife ha 
opened it to see what might be In it, 
and found 300 letters, still legible, and 
all dated in December, 1870. 
They 


were delivered to the postal authprl- 
;les, and 'after, this long wait In the 
river,-went their-way; but their newa 
of the .state of things in the country 
was a little stale.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

Ancient•' Inkitandft, 


An Inkstand that was probably In 


use three thousand four hundred years 
ago : has been lately acquired by 
a 


museum in'Berlin. .It is of Egyptian 
make, and is supposed to belong to the 
eighteenth or nineteenth dynasty or 
somewhere about 1500. B. C., although 
Its real age pan only be judged of ap- 
proximately.. It is made of wood, and 
has two compartments, an upper one 
provided with two holes, one for black 
and one for red ink, and a lower one 
lor holding ireed pens. The black and 
the red ink are "certainties, for some 
still remains, in a-dry condition, with- 
fin the. receptacles. Another ancient 
Inkstand is supposed to have been in- 
tended for the use of a schoolboy. It 
would certainly hold ink enough for a 
schoolboy's'needs, for it has no fewei 
than, four, ink-holes. Both inkstands 
were found at Thebes. 


Slaughter of the Seals. 


Tear by year the war of extermina- 


tion against the seal's of the north 
seas continues. A. recent report from 
Et;-,J.ohn!s, Newfoundland, states that 
a fleet of thirteen ships has returned 
from the seal hunting, grounds after 
having captured and killed 250,000 
seals. Str<.ngely, enough, one of the 
fiee.t was the Newfoundland, a steamer 
which was famous as a Cuban block- 
ade runner during the war last sum- 
mer. The vessel was once captured by 
the.Marblehead,. of! Cienfuegos, and 
was taken to Charleston, S. C. 
It 


was afterward released on the own- 
er's bonds, and subsequently joined 
the. sealing fleet. The trip evidently 
proved profitable, for the Newfound- 
land arrived in port after having made 
a ."catch" of 20,000 seals, representing 
a value of $40,000;
